$650.00 to the town of Wilmot, besides bequests to 
others. At the time of his death, owing to sickness 
and other expenses there was left, after the sale of real 
estate and personal property and paying bills, about

money enough to pay only 20 per cent. on bequests. 
There are also securities in two New York land schemes, 
having a face value of $1750. ‘The New York securities 
have proved unsalable and the executor of the estate 
has been unable to realizeon them. They are probably 
of doubtful value. The Judge of Probate recommended 
that the Legatees accept a pro rata payment of 20 
"per cent. with the possibilities of a further payment 
sometime in the future if the New York securities prove 
of any value, and in the meantime, in order to settle 
the estate, an agent be appointed by the Judge to hold 
the securities until they can be disposed of or prove of 
no value. The selectmen, representing the town, 
agreed to this settlement of the matter, and have re- 
ceived for the town $130. 

A petition was presented to the Judge of Probate 
to have an agent appointed for the above mentioned 
purpose, the town being representea by the chairman of 
selectmen. 

Mr. L. E. Howlett of Wakefield, Mass., is execu- 
tor and the petition was for his appointment as agent.
